LONDON UNIVERSITY.

There being no University - m England
to which Disseniers from “(he established
church were admissible, a movement was
made several years sin-e to supply tais de-
ficicney. Funds were subscribed, a bu; lding
was erceted, and an institution orrramzed
under the title Uaiversity of London. The
building was .own,d in the northwestern
part of the town near Regent’s Park. The
design consiss of a central par! and two
projecting wings.  The first portion ouly
of this'is at present finished. It exends
from North to South 430 feet, with a depth
of abou 200 feet. This building furnishes
lecture rooms, library and the like, with no
residenees eliier for Crofessors or students.
London University is ncarly on the plan of
the medical schools in the United” States,
which indecd do not differ greatly from
Germr. Uuiversitics, where bath prof'abura
wid s wlew's resides intovn, the University
sunply furtisinag libray aud lezwre rooms.
The tour !dd']oil‘: of the bullding  were laid
in 1827. Siace that time its _ll'l(.‘llda have
been constantly strugglng to obtain an act
of incorporatian from Parfiament, but hith
erto wi.hou success, The nsituiioniasno!
